MONOPOLY ON THE AIR 


The general public is as much con- 


cerned as any of the radio companies in 
the litigation which has been initiated to 
monopolize the air through the control 
of basic patents. 
At present, eight mil- 


lion persons listen to broadcast messages. 
In a few years there will be" many more 
receiving sets in use. The public is inter- 
ested in the test suit also from the stand- 
point of rates and service in commercial 
broadcasting. 


The American Telegraph and Tele- 


phone company, which owns the principal 
telephone and telegraph systems in the 
United States, and which controls one of 
the largest manufacturers of communica- 
tion instruments, apparatus and supplies, 
has instituted a suit to establish whether 
radio patents which it owns are basic. 
Ostensibly, the action is begun "to sta- 
bilize the industry." but the real object 
is to determine whether one large corpor- 
ation can dominate the air through con- 
trol of inventions. 


Bv agreements which are on file in the 


federal court in New York the American 
Telephone & Telegraph company, its sub- 
sidiary, the General Electric company, 
the Radio corporation of America and the 
"Westinghouse 
Electee 
Manufacturing 


company, 
divided air-mastery. These 


cross-licensing agreements, intended to 
obviate legal contests over patents and 
service, 
allocated 
cerain manufacture, 


sales and accommodation, fields among the 
four companies. 


The American Telegraph & Telephone 


company has many millions of dollars in- 
vested in wire lines. It took steps to pre- 
vent the complete or partial loss of this 
colossal investment by purchasing radio 
patents, when the possibilities of broad- 
coasting first became apparent. This pre- 
caution it unquestionably owed to its 
stockholders, and in a sense to the pub- 
lic. 
In the litigation now begun, it prob- 


ably would if successful eliminate compe- 
tition in the radio industry. 


Tl e situation of the American. Tele- 


graph & Telephone company became pre- 
carious a few days ago when' the Radio 
corporation broadcast a message from 
London to San Francisco without the use 
of wires. 
The corporation's investment 


was threatened again by inventive prog- 
ress. 


How the government may safeguard 


the public's rights in the use of the air 
for communication will be the nest im- 
portant question .In fact, this is already an 
important question, as four companies are 
supreme through a series of agreements. 
The radio is not in the same category as 
the telephone or telegraph, the motion 
picture or the phonograph. To a great 
extent the radio is public property: that 
is. control of patents cannot be accepted 
as a justification for monopoly of aerial 
communication.
